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WILL  INTEREST  IN  COIN  COLLECTING 
BE  UP  OR  DOWN  IN  1984? 

.  .  .  some  observations 


We  polled  15  TNA  members  (6 
responded)  on  what  they  thought 
about  our  numismatic  hobby  in  1984 
as  to  whether  or  not  interest  would 
be  up  or  down.  The  question: 
FROM  YOUR  OBSERVATION, 
DO  YOU  THINK  INTEREST  IN 
NUMISMATICS  WILL  GO  UP  OR 
DOWN  IN  1984?  WHY?”  Here  are 
the  replies: 

Alan  H.  Goldsmith.  Lakeland 
Coin  Exchange  of  Houston,  said  his 
observation  was:  "Interest  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  decline  as  more  investors 
and  or  collectors  bring  out  past  pur¬ 
chases  from  the  'boom  times’  and 
discover  that  the  quality  coins  they 
own  are  really  not  as  high  of  a  grade 
as  they  were  purported  to  be  at  the 
time  of  sale.  Until  a  lot  of  the  unscru¬ 
pulous  dealers  are  censored  from 
shows,  the  rest  of  us  who  continually 
have  to  face  these  disillusioned  col¬ 
lectors  and/or  investors  to  show 
them  why  their  holdings  are  not 
worth  what  they  believe  them  to  be, 
have  the  unenviable  task  of  trying  to 
maintain  their  interest  and  regain 
their  trust  in  numismatics. 

"A  second  factor  affecting  the 
decline  is  the  state  of  economy 
which  does  not  seem  to  be  in  recov¬ 
ery  as  is  claimed. 

"I  hope  that  my  observation  is 
incorrect  and  that  all  dealers  and 
leaders  of  numismatic  organiza¬ 


tions  strive  to  encourage  more 
young  people  into  the  hobby.” 

****** 

From  Fort  Worth  comes  this  obser¬ 
vation:  John  Luke  of  Luke’s  Supply, 
Inc.  writes  "Interest  in  numismatics 
will  go  down  steadily  over  the  next 
year  and  years  to  come.  First  of  all 
most  dealers  forgot  the  collectors 
when  the  gold  and  silver  boom  hit 
and  the  investor  is  no  longer  inter 
ested  since  prices  went  down.  There 
is  no  abundance  of  items  for  the  col¬ 
lector  to  collect  (from  coinage)  and  at 
the  rate  we’re  going  we  won’t  have  a 
need  for  coinage  in  the  near  future. 

“We  are  in  the  wholesale  supply 
business  and  there  is  marked  decline 
in  collector  supplies  and  most  deal¬ 
ers  state  they  do  not  have  many  col¬ 
lectors  left.  Very  few  people  collect 
and  buy  coins  anymore  for  the  enjoy¬ 
ment  of  the  hobby.  Most  people  buy 
coins  because  they  feel  that  eventu¬ 
ally  they  will  have  a  good  invest¬ 
ment.  Small  dealers  in  general  are 
hurting  for  business  and  large  deal¬ 
ers  are  interested  in  bullion  sales.  If 
the  trend  continues  we  won’t  have 
many  real  coin  dealers  left. " 

****** 

E.L.  (Bob)  Bills  of  Pontotoc  (yes. 
it's  in  Texas)  wrote  that  "Most 
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collectors  and  investors  are  know¬ 
ledgeable  enough  to  watch  the  infla¬ 
tion  rate  and  they  know  the  extra 
money  being  created  by  the  Federal 
Reserve  means  inflation.  Last 
month  the  rate  jumped  to  almost  2% 
and  that  equals  23%  per  year.  Gold 
and  silver  will  respond  to  inflation 
and  interest  in  numismatics  will 
increase  accordingly. 

“I  believe  we  must  work  harder  to 
stop  counterfeits  and  altered  coins. 
If  we  fail  to  stop  them,  our  hobby 
will  surely  find  it  hard  to  maintain 
the  necessary  new  recruits  to  hold 
values  above  bullion  prices  of  gold 
and  silver.”

And  from  the  icy  north  (Sidney, 
Ohio)  Courtney  L.  Coffing,  recent 
retiree  from  the  Coin  World  staff, 
observed:  “Numismatics,  both  for 
the  collector  of  coins  of  the  United 
States  and  world  coins,  will  enjoy  a 
high  in  1984. 

“Dominating  interest  will  be  the 
Olympics,  with  countless  commem¬ 
orative  coins  available  to  fill  spaces 
for  those  who  collect  coins  of  the 
Olympics;  commemorative  coins; 
sport  themes;  and  world  coins. 
Doubtless  several  nations  will  be 
commemorating  the  event  with 
coins. 

“A  rebound  in  the  economy  will 
trail  into  numismatics,  broadening 
the  base  of  collectors  and  continu¬ 
ing  for  those  who  can  afford  to  buy 
coins  in  the  best  conditions. 

“Negatives  seen  in  the  hobby 
which  should  be  avoided,  in  my 
opinion,  are  the  leeches  who  have 


promoted  coin  and  bullion  swindles, 
fading  away  in  the  dusk  but  not 
producing  the  coins  and  bullion,  es¬ 
caping  under  the  guise  of  bankrupt¬ 
cy;  investors  who  don’t  know  a  coin 
from  a  lead  plug;  the  Krugerrand 
argument,  injecting  politics  and 
phony  race  issues  in  numismatics; 
the  stumbling  of  the  U.S.  Treasury 
and  Mint  as  they  try  to  establish  a 
sensible  coin  policy;  and  too  many 
coin  shows,  diluting  efforts  of  exhib¬ 
itors,  dealers  and  resources  of  clubs. 

“Things  which  can  be  sharpened 
in  1984  include  kids  in  the  hobby, 
but  not  by  patronizing  them;  seek¬ 
ing  new  collectors  and  helping  them 
get  started;  emphasize  the  many 
good  numismatic  books  now  on  the 
market.  The  books  can  be  purchased 
by  coin  clubs  for  gifts  to  libraries 
and  given  as  awards  in  display  com¬ 
petition.”

T.J.  Bennington  of  Tyler,  TNA 
District  12  governor,  says:  “Interest 
will  go  up,  but  only  if  we  can  create 
enough  interest  to  stimulate  those 
outside  the  current  circle  of  collec¬ 
tors.  We  will  need  more  clubs  and 
stronger  clubs  with  exciting  meet¬ 
ings  to  attract  and  hold  new  collec¬ 
tors.  It  can  be  done  but  it  will  have  to 
be  a  unified  effort  between  the  clubs, 
collectors  and  dealers.”

THE  WIDOW’S  MITE  -  WHAT  WAS  IT?

I’m  not  sure 
that  this  story 
will  answer  the 
above  question.  I 
tried  to  obtain 
whatever  informa¬ 
tion  I  could,  and, 
truthfully,  there 
was  not  much. 

My  copy  of  the 
Holy  Bible  is  an 
unauthorized 
King  James  version  -  red  letter  edi¬ 
tion.  It  is  possibly  older  than  many 
of  you  reading  this  story.  I  have 
enjoyed  reading  the  Bible  -  the  Old 
and  New  Testaments  -  especially 
EZEKIEL,  Chapter  1,  Verse  1,  and 
Chapter  10,  Verse  10.  This  book  des¬ 
cribes  the  meeting  of  the  Prophet 
Ezekiel  and  the  “wheel  within  the 
wheel."  The  author  of  the  best  seller 
“Chariot  of  the  Gods”  claims  that 
Ezekiel  was  describing  his  encoun¬ 
ter  with  a  “space  traveler.”  At  least 
that  is  what  Van  Daniken  implies; 
that  Ezekiel  saw  the  UFO  with  some¬ 
one  aboard.  The  book  advances  the 
theory  that  Earth  has  been  visited 
by  travelers  from  outer  space  for 
thousands  of  years.  Fact  or  fiction? 
God  only  knows  -  and  He  won’t  tell! 

In  reading  the  Gospel,  according 
to  St.  Mark,  Chapter  12,  Verse  41,  it 
states:  "And  Jesus  sat  over  against 
the  treasury,  and  beheld  how  the 
people  cast  money  into  the  treasury; 
and  many  that  were  rich  cast  in

much.” 

And  Verse  42  reads:  “And  there 
came  a  certain  poor  widow,  and  she 
threw  in  two  mites,  which  make  a 
farthing.” 

Jesus  then  told  his  disciples  that 
“the  rich  has  cast  in  from  their 
abundance,  but  the  widow  had  cast 
in  all  that  she  had.”  (St.  Mark:  Chap¬ 
ter  12:  Verse  44) 

Mel  Wacks  is  an  authority  on  an¬ 
cient  biblical  coinage  and  has  a 
column  “Biblical  Numismatics”  in 
World  Coin  News.  In  his  story  in 
the  August  24,  1982  issue,  he  writes 
that  "no  one  type  (coin)  can  be  speci¬ 
fied  with  a  degree  of  certainty  since 
coins  circulated  for  a  long  time  and 
many  different  types  from  the  Mac- 
abees  to  the  Hadrians  and  Procura¬ 
tors  were  in  use  at  the  time  of  Jesus." 

Wacks  further  points  out  that  the 
Jewish  Temple  would  be  more  apt  to 
take  only  the  Hasmonaeans  (Maca- 
bees)  coins  with  their  Hebrew  in¬ 
scriptions  than  the  newer  Greek 
inscribed  coins.  He  also  indicated 
that  any  of  the  small  bronzes  issued 
by  the  Maccabees  would  be  good 
candidates  for  the  “Widow’s  Mite 
Wacks  wrote  “Most  often  this  type 
coin,  issued  by  Alexander  Jannaeus 
(103-76  B.C.)  is  referred  to  as  the 
most  probable  Widow’s  Mite.'  He 
did  not  dispute  St.  Mark,  Chapter 
12,  Verse  42,  relative  to  “two  mites, 
which  makes  a  farthing." 

My  Bible  indicates  that  St.  Mark. 
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Chapter  12,  took  place  in  33  A.D. 
Further,  St.  Matthew,  Chapter  5, 
Verse  26  reads  “Verily  I  say  unto 
thee,  thou  shalt  by  no  means  come 
out  thence,  till  thou  has  paid  the 
uttermost  farthing."  This  was  spo¬ 
ken  by  Jesus  in  31  A.D.  In  St.  Luke, 
Chapter  12,  Verse  6,  Jesus  remarks 
“Are  not  five  sparrows  sold  for  two 
farthings,  and  not  one  of  them  is 
forgotten  before  God?”  This  also 
occurred  in  33  A.D. 

Some  experts  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  mites  were  leptons,  the 
smallest  bronze  coins  used  in 
Greece.  Mel  Wacks  doubts  this.  But 
what  of  the  expression  “farth¬ 
ing?”  No  where  can  I  find  mention 
of  farthings  in  31  or  33  A.D.,  except 
in  the  King  James  version  of  the 
Bible.  According  to  those  transla¬ 
tors,  a  mite  would  be  equal  to  1/2 
farthing.  (St.  Mark,  Chapter  12, 
Verse  42) 

About  five  or  six  years  ago,  I  seem 
to  recall  reading  an  article  by  a 
Louis  Haynes,  in  COINS  Maga¬ 
zine,  about  the  phrase  “farthing.”  I 
believe  he  mentioned  the  derivation 
of  the  word  as  being  from  the  Anglo- 
Saxon  word  “feuthering,”  meaning 
one  fourth.  Seems  as  though  Haynes 
said  something  about  the  fact  that 
prior  to  the  1250s  A.D.,  the  only 
“feutherings”  were  the  quarter  pie¬ 
ces  that  were  cut  from  the  silver 
pennies.  I  also  have  read  some  arti¬ 
cles  that  say  the  first  “farthings” 
were  coined  during  the  reign  of  Eng¬ 
land’s  King  Edward  I.  (1272-1307 
A.D.) 

I  doubt  that  the  term  “farthing” 
was  used  or  even  known  in  31  or  33 
A.D.  I  feel  it  was  merely  the  inter¬ 


pretations  of  the  English  transla¬ 
tors  in  an  attempt  to  put  a  value  to 
the  mite  -  be  it  a  lepton  or  Hasmo- 
naean  bronze  -  in  order  that  readers 
of  the  King  James  translation, 
would  have  an  idea  as  to  the  coin’s 
value  during  their  time  period. 
Based  on  this  assumption,  the  “Wi¬ 
dow’s  Mite”  was  one-eighth  of  an 
English  penny. 

THE  JERUSALEM  BIBLE,  ed¬ 
ited  in  Paris,  France,  shows  Mark: 
xii: 4 1-42-43,  in  this  manner  -  “He  sat 
down  opposite  the  treasury  and 
watched  the  people  putting  money 
into  the  treasury,  and  many  of  the 
rich  put  in  a  great  deal.  A  poor 
widow  came  and  put  in  two  small 
coins,  the  equivalent  of  a  penny.” 
Note  that  this  version  used  the  word 
“penny”  instead  of  “farthing.” 
Hard  to  believe  that  English  coin¬ 
age  12  centuries  later  showed  that  a 
farthing  was  one-fourth  of  a  penny. 

To  further  confuse  my  research, 
the  NEW  WESTMINSTER  DIC¬ 
TIONARY  OF  THE  BIBLE,  edit 
ed  by  Henry  Snider  Gehmas  in  1970, 
contained  some  startling  revela¬ 
tions.  The  volume  states  that  the 
lepton,  a  small  copper  coin,  was 
called  a  “mite.”  However,  it  was 
NOT  a  lepton  of  the  Greek  system, 
but  was  the  smallest  copper  coin  in 
circulation  at  the  time  in  Jedaea.  It 
was  apparently  a  Jewish  coin,  for 
only  Jewish  money  was  allowed  to 
be  offered  in  the  Temple,  and  it  was 
probably  “a  copper  coin  issued  by 
John  Hyrcanus  or  another  Macca- 
bean  prince.”  The  value  is  estimated 
at  1/8  cent  and  equal  to  half  of  a 
quadran.  A  quadran  was  1/4  part  of 
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an  As  or  1/4  cent.  Translations 
changed  quadran  to  “farthing"  and 
“penny.” 

During  the  first  century  A.D.,  mo¬ 
ney  of  the  Roman  Empire  circulated. 
The  denarius  (the  basic  unit  in  the 
New  Testament)  was  a  silver  coin 
and  “was  the  day's  wages  of  a  rural 
worker.”  It  was  equivalent  to  about 
16  cents,  and  was  on  par  with  the 
silver  drachma. 

The  Roman  As  (the  Greek  name 
was  Assarion)  was  a  small  copper 
coin  worth  1/16  of  a  denarius  or 
about  one  cent. 

Odd  as  it  may  seem,  the  denarius, 
as  and  quadran  are  also  called  “far¬ 
things"  and  “penny”  in  the  modern 
versions  of  the  Holy  Bible.  St.  Luke, 
Chapter  12,  Verse  59  refers  to  the 
“mite,”  while  St.  Matthew,  Chapter 
5,  Verse  26  refers  to  the  “farthing." 

Apparently,  in  the  Eastern  pro¬ 
vinces,  coinage  of  small  values  was 
locally  minted  by  the  ruling  dyn¬ 
asty,  by  procurators  or  by  cities,  in 
rough  conformity  with  the  As. 

The  Hasmonaean  Dynasty  began 
with  Mattathias  and  his  sons,  who 
fled  into  the  hills  to  escape  the  Seleu- 
cid  rule.  He  died  soon  after  (about 
166  B.C.)  and  his  third  son,  Judas 
Maccabaeus,  succeeded  him.  Mac- 
cabaeus  meant  “The  Hammerer.” 
Judas  was  probably  one  of  the  great 
generals  in  Jewish  history.  In  165 
B.C.,  he  led  his  insurgent  army  into 
Jerusalem,  purified  the  Temple 
(used  for  Greek  rites  during  the  pre¬ 
ceding  three  years),  and  restored  the 
Jewish  ritual.  This  purification  and 
restoration  is  commemorated  by  the 
Jewish  festival  called  Hanukkah. 

Jonathan,  youngest  son  of  Matta¬ 


thias,  succeeded  Judas,  who  was 
killed  in  161  B.C.  He  continued  the 
fighting  for  many  years.  A  pretend¬ 
er  to  the  Syrian  throne,  decided  to 
crush  the  Jewish  power.  Jonathan 
was  taken  prisoner  and  executed  in 
142  B.C.  Simon  Maccabee,  second 
son  of  Mattathias,  succeeded  Jona¬ 
than.  Simon  was  chosen  by  the  Jew¬ 
ish  people  to  be  high  pi  lest  and  civil 
governor.  After  six  years  of  prosper¬ 
ous  rule,  Simon  was  treacherously 
assassinated  by  his  son-in-law,  who 
was  his  chief  rival  for  power.  Sim¬ 
on’s  son,  John  Hyrcanus,  succeeded 
his  father,  and  ruled  from  134  to  104 
B.C.  He  refused  to  be  proclaimed  as 
King  of  Judaea,  and  was  content  to 
rule  over  a  court.  He  designated 
himself  as  high  priest  and  leader  of 
the  Jewish  commonwealth.  He  also 
had  coins  struck  with  his  name  on 
them.  His  son,  Aristobulus  I,  suc¬ 
ceeded  him  and  ruled  as  King  of 
Judaea  for  a  year. 

Alexander  Jannaeus,  brother  of 
Aristobulus  I,  succeeded  him  in  103 
B.C.  he  became  king  and  high  priest 
through  marriage  to  his  brother's 
widow  and  followed  his  father's 
(John  Hyrcanus)  policies  in  conquer¬ 
ing  surrounding  territories,  and  ex¬ 
tending  the  boundaries  of  the  Has¬ 
monaean  kingdom  to  their  furthest 
points.  He  was  considered  to  be  dic¬ 
tatorial  and  ruthless,  and  his  reign 
was  marked  by  intrigues  and  inter¬ 
nal  strife.  He  was  killed  in  battle  in 
76  B.C.  He  was  succeeded  by  his 
widow,  Salome  Alezandra,  who 
ruled  as  Queen  of  Judaea  from  76 
B.C.  to  her  death  in  67  B.C.  Her  sons. 
Hyrcanus  II  and  Aristobulus  II. 
fought  each  other  for  years  to  seize 
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control,  but  finally  agreed  to  rule 
jointly.  When  Aristobulus  II  died  in 
40  B.C.,  his  son,  Antigonus  II,  seized 
Hyrcanus  II  and  exiled  his  uncle 
and  family.  He  proclaimed  himself 
King  of  Judaea,  but  the  next  year, 
Herod  the  Great  was  declared  King. 
Antigonus  was  captured  and  put  to 
death  in  37  B.C.  Hyrcanus  II  was 
allowed  back,  but  became  involved 
in  an  intrigue  against  Herod  and 
was  charged  with  participating  in  a 
conspiracy  and  was  executed  in  30 
B.C.,  thus  ending  the  Hasmonaean 
Dynasty. 

The  coin  I  have  is  a  small  copper 
coin  attributed  to  Alexander  Jan- 
naeus,  Kingof  Judaea  from  103to76 
B.C.  It  is  in  only  fair  condition  and 
is  considered  to  be  a  “widow's  mite." 
It  was  purchased  from  a  reputable 
dealer,  who  deals  in  ancient  coins. 
Most  coins  considered  to  be  mites 
are  fairly  reasonable  in  price.  Those 
in  good  and  very  good  condition  can 
be  bought  for  under  $25.

After  all  this  research,  what  do  we 
know  about  the  “Widow’s  Mite?” 
Well,  it  probably  is  a  Hasmonaean 
small  copper  coin  known  as  a  lep¬ 
ton,  but  called  a  “mite”  and  a  coin 
that  would  have  readily  been  accept¬ 
ed  by  the  Jews  in  their  temple,  and 
probably  NOT  a  Roman  As  or  a 
Greek  Lepton.  Further,  that  the 
value  of  a  “mite”  was  about  1/8 
cent. 

After  all  the  reading  I’ve  done  on 
this  subject  and  the  help  I've  re¬ 
ceived  from  experts  in  this  field,  I 
can  accept  the  above.  The  question 
now  is:  Do  you?

Cleaning  a  rare  coin  hurts  the 
value,  in  the  opinion  of  many  deal¬ 
ers  and  collectors.  The  first  thing  to 
remember,  is  don’t  clean  a  coin  un¬ 
less  you  know  what  you  are  doing. 
Dealers  would  rather  buy  dirty  coins 
and  clean  them  themselves. 

One  thing  you  learn  as  a  dealer,  is 
that  dirty  coins  just  don’t  sell.  While 
we  were  selling  by  mail  from  El 
Paso,  we  handled  lots  of  Mexican 
coins.  Many  of  them  were  filthy,  and 
naturally  we  had  to  clean  them.  I 
even  bought  an  ultra  sonic  cleaner, 
we  cleaned  so  many  coins.  Most  of 
them  were  silver  of  course. 

If  a  copper  coin  is  black  or  cor¬ 
roded  there  is  little  you  can  do  with 
it.  A  copper  coin  has  to  be  brown,  in 
my  opinion,  before  I  call  it  collect¬ 
ible.  The  only  practical  way  to  clean 
copper  coins  without  ruining  their 
value  is  to  put  a  light  coat  of  oil  on 
them,  such  as  olive  oil,  or  CARE, 
available  in  any  coin  shop.  After  oil¬ 
ing,  rub  off  the  excess  oil,  and  this  of 
course  removes  the  loose  dirt  and 
gives  the  coin  a  nice  sheen.  Don’t  do 
this  to  uncirculated  coins  that  have 
lustre  -  only  to  circulated  coins.  Dip¬ 
ping  a  copper  coin  in  acid,  which 
also  changes  the  color,  definitely 
hurts  the  value  of  the  coin. 

There  is  little  that  can  be  done  for 
corroded  nickel  coins.  Heavy  corro¬ 
sion  can  be  removed  by  a  buffer  with 
a  copper  brush,  but  this  coin  will 
never  have  much  value. 

Circulated  silver  coins  can  be 
cleaned  by  dipping  in  silver  dip, 
then  shine  can  be  restored  by  rub¬ 


bing  with  baking  soda  and  water. 
An  almost  uncirculated  coin  just 
needs  a  quick  dip  and  then  a  good 
rinsing.  Blot  it  dry  -  don’t  rub,  and 
make  sure  it  is  good  and  dry  before 
putting  it  away  or  mounting  in  a 
holder.  The  original  shine  can  be 
restored  to  proof  silver  coins  by  a 
quick  dip  in  silver  dip,  rinsing  and 
carefully  blotting  dry  -  don’t  rub. 
Never  clean  a  coin  that  is  toned. 
Many  collectors  will  pay  a  premium 
for  toned  coins.  A  toned  coin  is  one, 
such  as  an  uncirculated  silver  dollar 
that  has  blue  or  purple  color  in  it. 

Very  rare  coins  should  not  be 
cleaned.  The  best  way  to  dispose  of 
extremely  rare  coins  is  to  consign 
them  to  a  well-known  coin  auctio¬ 
neer.  They  bring  higher  prices  at  the 
auctions  than  they  will  otherwise. 

There  is  a  new  coin  cleaner  on  the 
market  called  CROW  that  seems  to 
be  very  good.

“101  WISHES  FOR  A  HAPPY 
BIRTHDAY"  holder  with  an  1882 
silver  dollar,  and  I  wanted  to  make 
the  cent  light  enough  to  easily  read 
the  date.  I  gave  it  a  quick  dip  in  the 
CROW  cleaner  and  it  came  out 
much  lighter.  We  made  up  this  set  to 
give  to  a  101  year  old  lady  in 
Kentucky.

Gold  Color  &  Value 

The  color  of  gold  does  not  affect 
the  intrinsic  value  of  gold  jewelry. 
The  value  is  always  in  terms  of  the 
karat  stamp,  such  as  14K  or  18K. 
The  stamp  tells  the  proportion  of 
pure  gold  contained  in  each  piece. 
By  law,  24  karat  is  pure  gold,  with 
each  karat  representing  1  /24  part  of 
pure  gold.  Therefore  18K  is  18  parts 
of  gold  alloyed  with  six  parts  of 
other  metals. 


Brass  &  Decorative  Arts 

The  distinctive  hue  of  brass,  the 
metal  celebrated  in  the  Arabian 
Nights,  has  long  been  held  as  an 
outstanding  accent  color  in  the  de¬ 
corative  arts.  Brass,  unlike  gold, 
however,  soon  loses  its  sparkle,  for 
discoloration  begins  the  moment  its 
surface  is  exposed  to  the  elements. 
Transparent  films  have  been  used  to 
allay  this  action,  but  they  too  soon 
fail  as  the  corroding  elements  under 
their  surfaces.
